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APRIL  UNIFORM  PRICE  $4.88 

Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Grade  "A”  milk  to  handlers  subject  to  the 
Fort  Wayne  milk  order  in  April  1968  will  receive  a minimum  uniform  price 
of  $4.88  per  hundredweight  for  milk  testing  3.5%,  subject  to  a butterfat 
differential  of  7.8  cents.  The  minimum  price  is  also  subject  to  a 4 cents 
per  hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction  to  nonmembers,  authorized 
hauling  charges,  and  location  differentials. 

The  $4.88  price  for  April  1968  is  15  cents  below  the  March  1968  price, 
but  26  cents  above  the  April  1967  price.  The  April  1968  Uniform  price  was 
reduced  by  20  cents  per  cwt.  under  the  "Louisville  Plan"  provisions  of  the 
Order.  One-third  of  the  total  amount  withheld  will  be  paid  to  producers  in 
each  of  the  months  of  September,  October,  and  November. 

APRIL  PRODUCER  RECEIPTS  AND  UTILIZATION 

There  were  854  approved  producers  who  shipped  24,458,409  pounds  of 
milk  to  the  Fort  Wayne  market  during  April  1968  of  which  17,863,294  pounds 
or  73.0%  was  utilized  in  Class  I by  10  pooled  handlers.  Class  I utilization 
was  down  0.5%  from  March.  On  a volume  bases,  production  was  down,jQ.|^_

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AMENDMENT  TO  THE  FORT  WAYNE  ORDER 


A Final  Decision  and  Order  on  proposed  amendments  to  the  Fort  Wayne  milk 
order  was  issued  on  April  25,  1968.  This  order  effective  May  1,  1968  amended 
sections  1047.50  and  1047.51  to  read  as  follows: 

lo  In  §1047.50,  the  1 ast  sentence  is  changed  to  read  as  follows:  "For 
the  purpose  of  computing  Class  I prices  from  the  effective  date  hereof 
through  April  1969,  the  basic  formula  price  shall  not  be  less  than  $4.33." 

2.  In  §1047.51,  the  text  of  paragraph  (a)  preceding  subparagraph  (1) 
is  changed  to  read  as  follows: 

"(a)  Class  I milk  price.  The  price  for  Class  I milk  shall  be  the 
basic  formula  price  for  the  preceding  month  plus  $1.20  plus  20  cents 
through  April  1969,  and  plus  or  minus  a "supply-demand  adjustment"  of  not 
more  than  38  cents  computed  pursuant  to  subparagraphs  (1)  and  (2)  of  this 
paragraph: " 


NORTH  TEXAS  ORDER  HANDLER  INDICTED  FOR  FILING  FALSE  REPORTS  WITH  MARKET 
ADMINISTRATOR 


A Grand  Jury  in  Dallas,  Texas,  recently  indicted  a regulated  handler, 

Lyles  Milk,  Inc.,  J.  J.  Lyles  and  his  wife,  Mrs.  Ruby  Lyles,  owners,  on  a 
six-count  criminal  indictment  under  Title  18,  United  States  Code,  Section  1001. 

The  defendants  are  charged  with  knowingly  filing  false,  fictitious, 
and  fraudulent  reports  of  receipts  and  utilization  with  the  market  administrator. 
Allegedly  receipts  of  milk  powder  were  not  reported  and  milk  sales  were 
understated. 

The  above  cited  statute  provides  for  a maximum  penalty  of  a $10,000.00 
fine  and  five  years  imprisonment  for  each  count. 

MEMPHIS  HEARING  ON  FILLED  OR  IMITATION  MILK 


The  hearing  to  consider  proposals  on  the  classification  and  pricing  of 
filled  or  imitation  milk,  originally  held  at  Memphis,  Tennessee  on 
February  19,  1968,  and  which  was  recessed  to  enable  the  development  of 
more  information  concerning  the  substitute  products  and  their  impact  on 
markets  and  milk  prices,  is  now  scheduled  to  reconvene  at  the  Chisca  Plaza 
Hotel,  in  Memphis,  on  May  21,  1968.
